Hoosier Women Survive 


Wyoming Plane Crash 


DUBOIS, Wyo (UPI) - An 
18-year-old 
Greenwood, 
Ind., 
high school girl who survived 
an unreported plane crash three 
days ago was found wandering 
along a river in Western Wyo­ 
ming Thursday. 
Nancy Sheridan told rescuers 
to return to the scene of the 
crash because her fiance and 
his father had been killed and 
the boy’s mother, Mrs. Evelyn 
Lahmann of Indianapolis, Ind., 
had been badly injured. 
Mrs. Lahmann was found with 
several broken bones when res­ 
cuers reached the crash scene. 
The bodies of Mrs. Lahmann's 
husband, Francis, 63, and their 
son, Ted, 20, were found. 
Miss Sheridan had marked a 
three-day trail through the rug­ 
ged Wind River Mountains with 
rags from her clothing. The 
trail markings were used by a 
helicopter pilot and a ground 
crew who used them to find 
their way to the crash site. 
Before Miss Sheridan left the 
scene to seek help, she pulled 
Mrs. Lahmann from the wreck­ 
age and wrapped her in cloth­ 
ing. 
Both survivors were hospital­ 
ized, the girl in shock. 
The four had flown from Indi­ 
anapolis. 
The plane apparently stalled 
and nosedived., landing on its 
back. Floyd Kjerstad of Jack­ 
son, Wyo., pilot of the rescue 
helicopter, said Miss Sheridan 
first tried to use the plane’s 
emergency signal beacon and 
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radio but the equipment was 
broken in the crash. 
“The older lady was lying 
there near the wreckage as 
comfortable as she could be 
under the circumstances,” Kjer­ 
stad said. He had to land his 
helicopter in a canyon more 
than a mile below the mangled 
wreckage. 
“It was a good thing she was 
able to mark the trail,” Kjer­ 
stad said of Miss Sheridan, “be­ 
cause the timber was so thick 
and high that it was tough to 
see anything from the air.

F. Landgrebe. Lugar said he 
would “not take a day of vaca­ 
tion” in his campaign against 
Bayh. 
The only real contest in the 
daylong convention came in the 
race for secretary of state. Jeff­ 
ersonville Judge William L. All­ 
en III defeated Michael M. Pack­ 
ard, Delphi, by six votes. Re­ 
publican State Central Commit­ 
tee Secretary Edwin Simcox 
ordered the 47 voting machines 
impounded in case Packard de­ 
cided to appeal the 1,025 to 1,019 
vote. 
However, Packard said he was 
“very reluctant” to challenge 
the six-vote win. Packard, woo 
is deputy commissioner and 
comptroller of the State Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles, said he and 
his campaign assistants had fig­ 
ured he had about 1,200 votes 
at the time he went to bed about 
4:30 a.m. Friday and Allen’s 
backers also thought he was a 
loser. 
Close Race 
When Allen, 30, arose to make 


his speech accepting the nomi­ 
nation, he said “my concession 
speech was a little more in my 
mind 
than 
my 
acceptance 
speech.” The race was so close 
lhat the final tabulation from 
the last of 47 voting machines 
used by the delegates changed 
the outcome from Packard to 
Allen. 
Lugar, in his acceptance 
speech, said: “I look forward to 
a campaign in which we point 
out that the administration of 
Richard Nixon, aided by the 
appointment of Secretary of 
State Henry K issinger, has 
brought peace to this world and 
peace to this country.” 
country.” 
The convention also adopted 
a resolution hailing the Presi­ 
dent for his “significant achieve­ 
ments as chief executive” and 
Nixon sent the convention a tele­ 
gram praising Governor Bowen 
and Indiana GOP congressmen 
and telling the Hoosiers “there 
is much on which to build winn­ 
ing campaigns” in the national 
and state administrations. 
Landgrebe 
had 
jum ped 
suddenly into the senatorial 
race after deciding that Lugar 
and other Indiana Republicans 
were not being as supportive of 
Nixon as he thought they should 


be. The 330 votes he received 
came mostly from his own 2nd 
district where Landgrebe is the 
GOP nominee for re-election, to 
a fourth term, in Congress with a 
sprinkling from other parts of 
the state. 
“I felt com. pel led to take this 
action in support of President 
Nixon and in fulfillment of the 
greatest, promise ever made by 
a President'--peace with prospe­ 
rity,,,” Landgrebe said. After bis 
overw helm ing defeat, L an­ 
dgrebe 
went 
to 
L ugar’s 
reception and shook hands with 
the m ayor and Republican 
leaders. 
He 
said 
he would 
support 
Lugar for the U.S. 
Senate 
and 
welcomed

Lugar Chides Bayh 
Lugar devoted most of his 
acceptance speech to an attack 
on Bayh, calling him the “per­ 
fect example of ‘old politics' of 
excessive promises, excessive 
spending and disastrous infla­ 
tion...Bayh has voted for ap­ 
propriation bills calling for 
spending of $54 billion dollars 
more than the budget requests of 
President Nixon in the past four

F ederal 
Power

voted 4 to 1 F riday to establish 
a uniform national base rate

The FPC , blaming a serious 
shortage 
of

prim arily for cooking and home 
heating, set 
a national base 
price for natural gas at 42 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 
The president of the A m eri­ 
can Gas Association, F. Donald 
Hart, called the increase “half 
a 
loaf" 
and 
said 
a 
higher 
wellhead rate also was needed 
to 
insure 
an 
adequate 
gas 
supply. 
The new rate applies to all 
interstate .. sales 
except 
in 
Alaska and Hawaii, but covers 
only gas produced from fields 
tapped 
after 
Jan 
1, 
1973. 
However, the FPC is consider­ 
ing requests for price increases 
on gas produced from older 
fields. 
The new rate will provide a 
15 per cent rate of return for 
producers to attract high risk 
capital needed for financing,

Study Agrees 


55 Decreases 
Deaths 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
effects of 55-mile-per-hour Speed 
Limit Study Committee agrees 
that the lowered speed has re­ 
duced traffic deaths—but it does 
not agree on why. 


The committee, created by the 
1974 Legislature to report to the 
1975 session, was told by David 
Baldwin, chief of the traffic per­ 
formance and analysis division 
of the Federal Highway Admini­ 
stration: “We have taken a po­ 
sition this is not the time to 
change the speed limit.’• 


Baldwin said that nationally 
the number of traffic deaths 
during the first four months of 
this year went down 22 per cent, 
from 15,880 last year to 12,230 
this year, even though gasoline 
consumption went down only 7 
per cent during the first three 
months of this year.

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SUNFLOWERS 
The Russians regard sun­ 
flowers as a major crop. In fact, 
when there is a bountiful har­ 
vest of sunflowers, the demand 
for American soybeans is 
reduced. 
Sunflower seed can be used as 
food for people as well as 
animals. Oil from the seed is 
also an important derivative. 
Currently, 
facilities 
for 
processing sunflower seed in 
Indiana 
have 
not 
been 
developed to any extent. 
However, some contracts 
were made for sunflower seed in 
the Crawfordsville area in 1971, 
It is reported. 
Normal planting time can be a 
little later than corn and 
possible a little earlier than 
soybeans. 
Sunflowers 
are 
produced in stands rather than 
in rows. 
Like other crops, production 
of soybeans is contingent upon 
favorable weather. 
Cargill, Inc., which engages in 
processing sunflowers, has 
offered producers under con­ 
tract with the firm a bonus 
averaging about $500 in an effort 


to secure additional oil - type 
sunflower seed raised in Min­ 
nesota and North and South 
Dakota. Kansas may be known 
as the “Sunflower State", but 
the greatest production of 
sunflowers as a crop is credited 
to the three states. 
One advantage in sunflower 
production stems from the fact 
that they can be produced in 
rolling terrain and on less fertile 
soils. 
Production of sunflowers 
could form a new and profitable 
crop for some sections of 
local counties and areas in 
Southeastern Indiana, providing 
that 
processing 
facilities 
become available. 
With an expanded need for 
foodstuffs by peoples of this 
nation and the world, sun­ 
flowers could develop Into a 
crop which would lessen food 
shortages and provide farmers 
with less productive land with 
farm income as well as food for 
livestock. 
This is a field that merits 
exploration by agriculture in 
Indiana.

C arved from balsa wood, the 
Rapala is the best known of 
these type lures, and as it w ig­ 
gles upon, retrieve and dives to 
run, it can be used as 'both a 
shallow running lure or a su r­ 
face bait. 
As a surface bait, the stick 
minnows, a re tops. When condi­ 
tions sire rig h t—sm ooth w ater 
on a quiet evening is what I 
like to see for a R apala—a good 
surface angler can take a lot 
of bass. 
P atien ce is the best guide­ 
line for fishing these lures. One 
fisherm an’s tale has it that after 
making the cast, tell a joke to 
your fishing p artn e r and have a 
slight libation before m oving the 
lure the first time. 


Theories abound on this philo­ 
sophy, but it does work better 
on those calm evenings when a 
lot of twitching does. 


Norm ally, wait until the rip 
pies from the bait hitting w ater 
dissipate. T hen, tw itch your rod 
tip slightly. This m ovem ent will 
m ake the minnow dive down­ 
ward and com e back up in the 
sam e spot, or close to it. 


Continue retrieving the lure in 
this fashion, varying the rhythm 
of your rod tw itches. Many 
tim es the longer between twitch­ 
es th e b etter. Bass will charge 
the m innow when it. hits the 
water, but may only strike if 
the minnow appears near death. 
Too many or too sudden an 
action from the lure can scare 
a. w ise old bucket m outh. 


When fishing the stick minnow 
in shallow w ater, it’s a good 
idea to drop the cast into a like­ 
ly spot as sottly as possible 
With a bait casting reel this 
can be accom plished by gently 
applying and releasing thum b 
pressure on the spool during the 
cast. The idea is to avoid send­ 
ing a lurking bass back to deep 
w ater by scaring it through a 
crashing lure delivery. 
Many fisherm en have becom e 
used to the snap sw ivel, but 
these item s of tackle are well 
left in the box with the stick 
m innows. The lures a re so light 
that the additional weight makes 
them float nose down and ruins 
their action. 
A. bass striking the surface on. 
a quiet night, m akes a lot of 
noise, and that noise can ruin 
a lot of fishing trips. 
Don’t set the hook too soon. 
Don’t lay the tim ber to a strik ­ 
ing bass until a split second 
after you hear the surface ex ­ 
plode. Or, if you feel the strike 
first, then set the hook. 
Be a l e r t Som etim es la rg e r fish 
will gently angle tow ard su r­ 
face and just suck the minnow 
into that cavernous mouth . When 
you hear those near - silent 
“glorps” you know' the fish has 
already inhaled your lu re—set 
the hook im m ediately.

■ Make sure the company’s retirement clause states, you 
may retire after 20 years active service with them at 50 
per cent pay and 75 per cent at 30 years active service, 
plus continued free medical care for yourself and 
dependents. 


■ You should be able to relocate at regular intervals, 
travel in the United States or the free world at the com­ 
pany's expense subject to your job assignment If you 
are married, you should receive one month's housing 
allowance each time your permanent move is at the 
company’s request 


■ After all this, inform your prospective employer (hat you 
want a bonus ranging up to $15,000 in cash after four 
years with him to stay another six years This is available 
in some Navy career fields, if you qualified in one of 
these selected areas of expertise. 


■ And then don't forget to let this employer know that you 
are not experienced in the work but would like to be sent 
to school at full pay and receive all the company benefits 
right from the start and! through school.
